ALL BOND BIDS 
WERE REJECTED 


Only Bid Above Par Was With­ 


drawn Because of Default 


in Bonds Recently Due 


URGED CITY 
TO 
EVADE LAW 


One Bidder Wanted City to Pay 


Him Attorney’s Fee to Get 


Around Law 


The city council on Monday evening 
rejected all bids for the waterworks 
bonds. 
There were three bids sub­ 
mitted. 
The first read was from Crane 
& Co., of Minneapolis, and was a hid 
of par, the city to pay them a com­ 
mission o f 3J per cent. 
One was from the Commercial In­ 
vestm ent Co. of Duluth, which was 
par, the city to pay them such a t­ 
torney’s fees as m ight be agreed upon. 
The third was from Rudolph, Cle- 
bodle & Co., of Cincinnati. 
This was 
for par, accrued interest and a pre- j 
mium ranging from $2,551 to $4,689, ac- 1 
cording to the term of the bonds. 
The j 
representative of this company, how­ 
ever, appeared before the council and 
stated 
that since filing his bid he 
learned that the city was already in 
default in the paym ent of the $40,000 
in bonds due January 1st last. 
In 
view of that fact he must ask permis­ 
sion to withdraw his bid, which was 
granted. 
The council then requested all bid­ 
ders to leave the room and gave them 
a hearing one at a time. 
Geo. Elder, representing the Com­ 
mercial Investm ent Co., who by the 
way is the same man who bid on the 
refunding bonds last year and then 
failed to take them, urged the council 
to violate or evade the law compelling 
the bonds to be sold at not less than 
par. 
He urged th at the city pay him 
as an attorney to dispose of the bonds, 
thus he said getting around the in­ 
tent of the law, which was that the 
city should get full 
value for the 
bonds sold. 
Mr. Wood, representing Crane & Co., 
made some rem arks along the same 
line, saying th at the fact th at the city 
did not m eet its obligations in the past 
would queer the bonds on the m arket, 
and would hurt the firm which handled 
them. 
W. H. H. Cash, representing Thos. 
J. Bolger & Co., who came prepared 
to bid but would not do so when he 
saw the conditions existing, also ad­ 
dressed the council. 
He said th at a 
bond was like a woman’s character. 
It m ight be all right, but once let a 
smirch of suspicion of default or re­ 
pudiation be upon it and it was im­ 
possible to remove it. 
The council explained regarding the 
default, th at it had the promise of 
money from the state but th a t it could 
not get it in tim e to pay the bonds, 
and th at the council then notified the 
holders, so far as they knew them th at 
they would have to w ait for their 
money. 
Some were willing to do so but 
others were not, and hence the kick. 
A fter a brief executive session the 
council reopened and a motion was 
passed to refer the m atter of the sale 
of the bonds to the finance committee, 
which consists of Messrs. Zakariasen, 
Twohey and Bouck. 
The council approved the bond and 
granted the liquor license of Frances 
Crowley.

TRAGEDY IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Partially Decayed Bodies of Two Men 
Found. 
Washington, Pa., Sept. I.—The par­ 
tially decayed bodies of two men 
found near each other in a dense un­ 
dergrowth 
about 
two 
miles 
from 
Scenery Hill, a small hamlet in this 
county, three hats and a torn up sec­ 
tion of the ground giving evidence of 
a fierce struggle, have set all officials 
of this district to work in efforts to 
secure the details of a tragedy that so 
far is enshrouded in mystery. 
Section men of the Monongahela 
and Washington railroad found the 
first 
body. A 
handkerchief 
was 
wrapped about a revolver found near 
the body and the ground was consid­ 
erably torn up. The pockets of the 
man’s trousers were turned inside out 
and there was nothing to aid in identi­ 
fication. 
Later officers and others went to 
the scene to search for possible clews 
of identification. They came upon the 
second body not over twenty feet 
from where the first had Wfccdi found. 
A revolver was also found near this 
body. 
As in the first case there was 
no clew as to the identity. 
A moment later a third hat found 
nearby indicated that at least three 
men had figured in the tragedy. 
Joseph Frederiek, a farmer, told 
the coroner a story that brings an un­ 
known woman into the tragedy. While 
driving near the spot one night last 
week Frederick says he heard a num­ 
ber of shots, followed by screams of a 
woman. 
He says four mea ran from 
the underbrush up a steep grade and 
disappeared.

One Bidder Wanted City to Pay 
Him Attorney’s Fee to Get 
Around Law 
The city council on Monday evening 
rejected all bids for the waterworks 
bonds. 
There were three bids sub­ 
mitted. 
The first read was from Crane 
& Co., of Minneapolis, and was a bid 
of par, the city to pay them a com­ 
mission of 3£ per cent. 
One was from the Commercial In­ 
vestment Co. of Duluth, which was 
par, the city to pay them such at­ 
torney’s fees as might be agreed upon. 
The third was from Rudolph, Cle- 
bodle & Co., of Cincinnati. This was 
for par, accrued interest and a pre­ 
mium ranging from $2,551 to $4,689, ac­ 
cording to the term of the bonds. 
The 
representative of this company, how­ 
ever, appeared before the council and 
stated 
that since filing his bid he 
learned that the city was already in 
default in the payment of the $40,000 
in bonds due January 1st last. In 
view of that fact he must ask permis­ 
sion to withdraw his bid, which was 
granted. 
The council then requested all bid­ 
ders to leave the room and gave them 
a hearing one at a time. 
Geo. Elder, representing the Com­ 
mercial Investment Co., who by the 
way is the same man who bid on the 
refunding bonds last year and then 
failed to take them, urged the council 
to violate or evade the law compelling 
the bonds to be sold at not less than 
par. He urged that the city pay him 
as an attorney to dispose of the bonds, 
thus he said getting around the in­ 
tent of the law, which was that the 
city should get full 
value for the 
bonds sold. 
Mr. Wood, representing Crane & Co., 
made some remarks along the same 
line, saying that the fact that the city 
did not meet its obligations in the past 
would queer the bonds on the market, 
and would hurt the firm which handled 
them. 
W. H. H. Cash, representing Thos. 
I J. Bolger & Co., who came prepared 
to bid but would not do so when he 
saw the conditions existing, also ad- 
I dressed the council. He said that a 
bond was like a woman’s character. 
It might be all right, but once let a 
smirch of suspicion of default or re­ 
pudiation be upon it and it was im­ 
possible to remove it. 
The council explained regarding the 
default, that it had the promise of 
money from the state but that it could 
not get it in time to pay the bonds, 
and that the council then notified the 
holders, so far as they knew them that 
they would have to wait for their 
money. 
Some were willing to do so but 
others were not, and hence the kick. 
After a brief executive session the 
council reopened and a motion was 
passed to refer the matter of the sale 
of the bonds to the finance committee, 
which consists of Messrs. Zakariasen, 
Twohey and Bouck. 
The council approved the bond and 
granted the liquor license of Frances 
Crowley.
